At  Avon,  N.  Y.,  less  thun  twenty  miles  from  Rochester,  one  orchard  of 
only  128  English  Walnut  Trees,  grown  from  seed,  has  produced  in  a single 
season  two  hundred  sixty  bushels  of  nuts,  thirty-two  poundsi  to  the  bushel. 

Our  trees  of  the  Thomson  variety  are  grown  from  nuts  produced  by 
the  trees  growing  in  this  orchard.

It  is  not  unusual  to  see  Walnut  trees  in  the  yards  of  houses  that  we  passed.  Most  of  the  trees  were  large,  thrifty  and  bushy.”
